CONFLICTING VIEWS. 


Washington, Jan, 21. 

George Wickersham,  chuir- 
man of the law enforcement. 
commission, denied to-day that. 
President Hoover had dictated 
the findings of the commission 
on prohibition, 

The statement came after Wick- 
ersham and the White House first 
declined to explain the apparent 
discrepancies between commis-, 
sion's majority report supporting 
prohibition and the series of con- 
flicting minority ireports showing 
that tctually a majority of the 
commission believed in some al- 
teration. 


Wets Get. Busy. 


However, the story refused to’ 
dispose of the belief that somchaw 
the President's ideas caused the 
commission to bring out the xen- 
eral report which was so far at 
variance with the expression of in- 
dividual ideas, 


The report continued to be the 
subject of al} absorbing interest 
to-day, while wets began to take 
advantage of various angles. 


Congressman Fiorello La 
Guardia of New York, ardent wet, 
introduced a resolution to set up 
machinery for amending the con- 
stitution to give congress the power 
to regulate prohibition, without 
stipulating in the constitution 
that the country must be dry. 


Two Salient Queries. 


The growing tumult of discus- 
sion, dispute and speculation cen- 
tred to-day on two salient queries 
—how far did the commission 
mean to xo toward recommending 
a revision of the eighteenth 
amendment and what will be the 
political effect of President Hoo- 
ver'a opposition to such a step? 


So nrouged were the -commis- 
stoners over reports that the Pre- 
sident had intervened to forestall 
an unequiveca! proposal ‘that the 
following statement was issued by 
Chairman Wickersham: 


“The statement of the Washing- 
ton Herald that the president had 
persuaded thé commission to nban- 
don a tentative recommendation 
favouring-the revision of the eigh- 
teenth nmendment is untrue and 
without foundation.” 


Various Interpretations. 


‘The country apparently has been 
left by the commissioners to place 
its own interpretation on the re- 
port, which was variously inter- 
preted to-day as a straddle of the 
dry-wet issue. . 


The commission’s general report 
upheld the ‘present prohibition 
syatem with the exception of re- 
commending minor changes in 
various Jaws for practical pur- 
poses, and opposed various pro- 
posals to legalize light wines and 
beer, the entrance of the federal 
or state governments into the 
liquor business or the legalizing} 
of any form of saloon.

FINE TRIBUTES. - 


Punctuated by — appropriate 
excerpts from the works of the 
poct he was honouring, the 
eloquent speech made by Prof, R. 
Robertson of the Hongkontr 
University, was outstanding at the 
Burns’ Nicht celebration ar 
Scottish residents at Lane, Craw- 
ford’s restaurant on Saturday 
night. 

‘About 200 were sented when 
the Chieftnin of the St, Andrew’s 
Soelcty .(Mr. T. H, R. Shaw) said 
grice. Behind the heal table, de- 
corated with illuminated thistles 
and tartan,-was a portrait of the 
poct. The Haggis was piped in 
with all duce ceremony by Pipe 
Major Mackie, who also yave 
Burne “Address to the Haygis.” 
Scottish songs by Messrs. J, FP. 
Anderson and G. MeLeod, who 
also Jed the community . singing, 
contributed to the pleasure of the 
evening. Selections on the pipes 
were given by Pipe Major Mackie 
and Mesars, Watson, Wilson, and 
Nesbit, and the piano accompani- 
ments were played by Mr. G, 
Grimble, 

Introducing ,Prof. Robertson. 
Mr, Shaw said that a few months 
ago he had sat with him oon the 
Currency Commission, and Prof, 
Robertson had then given a very 
able discourse on how to rise the 
value of the dollar, As Burns al- 
ways did lack silver, it was ap- 
propriate that he should have 
consented to sive "The Immortal 
Memory.” 


“Phe Immortal Memory,” 


Prof, Robertson sald that his 
unwary rexponse to the  Chirt- 
tain's invitation to propose “The 
Immortal Memory" must be as- 
cribed to the deep cunning with 
which Mr. Shaw approached him. 

He first broached the proposi- 
tion on the morning suceeedins 
Hogmatiay. said Prof. Robertson. 
[tis oa morning on which’ the 
atrains of “Auld Lang Syne” are 
stilt ringing in Seottish cars. 1 
should have been doubly cautious 
~-1 should have remembered that 
n year ago there stood fn my place 
to perfurm the same functi one 
of my colleagues at the Gniver- 
nity, 

I should have asked myself; “Is 
there a danger? Will it not be 
rumoured abroad that this is oa 
scheme to introduce the cold and 
dry atmosphere of the lecture 
room inte the warm and genial 
humldity of these gatherings: Tut 
professors are onky human, ane 
in the Tilt of Burns’ verse, ther 
academic trappings fall feom 
them. The Scottish people are 
rightly suspicious of academic at- 
tempts to appraise the, man 
Burna. Burns was a man who in 
his life appeared rather to refer 
te man with all his impulses and 
feolings and man's understand- 
ings than to the literary erftic: 
But Hterary critics and moral pre- 
cisions must stand silent before 
the Intensity of the human tem- 
perament as displayed in his work. 
It is) a wonderful achievement 
which Burns hus made in that he 
can call us here once a year—he 
ean call Scotamen together once a 
yeur, all over the world to do 
homage to his memory. 


If Burns Were There. 


It would be interesting to see 
how Burns would -haye viewed 
such a gathering as this. He 
would have probably been —sur- 
prised by the strangeness of his 
surroundings; but I am sure that 
he would have very soon - have 
made himself the leader of -this 
gathering. He was © man whose 
conversation and social gifts made 
him quickly the leading spirit 
In any convivial gathering, 1 
think that he might or might not 
have welcomed the Haggis. He 
certainly’ would have welcomed 
that Scottish drink of which he 
wrote so-effcctively, that it seems 
churlish ever ‘to refuse another 
glnss. Ido not think he would 
have viewed with very grent 
equanimity the idon of having a 
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professor propose his memory. 
But | trust that his Inrze-hearted 
mugnanimity would have prevail- 
ed on him even to stomach that. 

Burns’ life is a series .of — pic- 
tures which are. doubly imprinted 
on the mind of Scotsmicn. We are 
all familine with the stages 
through which Burns passed from 
that- night when a cold January 
wind blew, to those Jast in Dum- 
fries. We ..can sea him in hia 
youth ax oan Aryshire peasant, 
helping his brothers and fathers 
on the farm. 

We can see him taking the lead- 
Ing part in the village Hfo. We 
can kee him gradually finding his 
true aphere, gradually realising 
that nbove all things he was a 
type born to. express in verse the 
essentials of human ° existence. 
We can see bim after he had teft 
for Edinburgh, where he was to 
mix with the highest in the land. 
He returns to the Jand and then 
enters into the Government ser- 
vice as an exciseman, and apends 
the closing years of ‘his Hfe in 
that’ occupation. 


Intense Life. 


Burns lived hia life in a most 
intense fashion, We may say that 
he lived with gusto. One of his 
erlties, Raleigh, says that Wife 
called to him and he listened. 
One of the chief chnracteristicn of 
the poct Burns was the readingss 
with which he entered into the 
main stream of activities in what- 
ever society he found himself. 
Had his nature been such ay to 
cause him to shrink ‘rom life then 
the frankness that we find 
in hia poems would have 
been unknewn, But because 
Nfe owas for him ‘something 
of on great adventure, we find 
in his poetry an expression of the 
fundamental which we cannot find 
elvewhere. Everything that Barns 
did he did intensely and all of the 
best of what he wrote comes white 
hot from the fire.of his experience 
of life. He is not a contemplative 
port; no poetry has never amelied 
lesa of the lamp, Further there 
is nothing in his work that has 
any taint of the artificial, but only 
what he did and felt and this 
frankness makes his poctry his 
best biographer. When he speaks 
of himaelf he speaks out. He 
does not attempt to cast a vell of 
romunce over hia experience. Te 
had no illusions about himself 
when he wrote: 

“Oh wad some power the giftic 

gic us, 
To sce vorsela as ithers sce 
” 


us. 

He had no foolish notions about 
himself. It is this characteristic 
that makes his work appeal to the 
mass of men who see embodied in 
ft their own rea) nelves. 


Lad of the Village. 


While he was still in Aryshire 
village he entered as leader into 
the activities of the countryside. 
He could not have kept himself 
out of that. I think that In the 
true sense of the term we can say 
that Burns was one of the Inds of 
the village. By that I simply 
mean that it was to him and his 
life, that those who knew him 
looked for leadership, and ~ the 
seniality and cortversation, with- 
out which Hfe in the countryside 
would have been dull and mono- 
tonous. Wherever life was_lived 
freely ‘and boldly there Burns 
wished to be. Edinburgh chilled 
him, but it could not freeze out 
the vitality that was in him. Al- 
though the rich outpourings of 
Mossgicl were stemmed after the 
Edinburgh interlude some of his 
most lively work, including Tam 
O'Shanter, belongs to his - later 
life. He died at 37, but he had 
crowded into that short span a 
full and crowded fe. He may be 
anid to hove thrown himself at 
life regardless of ‘the conse- 
quences. 3 ae 

It is -this man, who gifted with 
the highest powers of poetry cx- 
presses in verse the primitive and 
therefore the fundamental! easen- 
tinls of. human existence. As he 
entered freely into life so we find 
in him something that {Huminates 
every occasion. Raised through 
the force of his génius, Burns, 
born and bred 1 peasant, saw more 
of life than is permitted to most 
peasants. His poetry ranges over 
a wider field than if he had been 
morely a ploughman poet. It is 
true, however, that some of his 
best known and best loved works 
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fs the pootry in which ‘ho inter- 
preted the lives and mannera and 
feclings.of the Scottish peasant. 


Freshness of the Fields, 


- That his life, waa far from joy- 
less is-secn in hia descriptions of 
those country festivals which seem 
to ‘have dicd. Tho freshneas of 
the open fields, too, breathes 
through these early pocme, 

Burns would not have been a 
true Scot had he not been a theo- 
logical disputer. The manner of 
his lifo was bound to bring him 
into conflict with the «discipline 
of tho Scottish kirk as it existed 
at the end of the 18th century, Ife 
resented {t: Intensely and hia fiery 
spirit broke out in those terrifte 
satires, “The Holy Fair,” “Holy 
Willie’s Prayer,” “The Ordina- 
tion.” “The Twa’ Herds.” But 
Burns waa, not at war with re- 
ligion, nor even with the kirk as 
he conceived it. He fought 
against hypocrisy and the aclf- 
righteouaness of the unco’ guid. 
Burna had a warm heuct: he could 
appreciate aterling worth and 
looked with Inrge charity uon 
hirman weaknesses, of “which he 
himaelf was only too fully con- 
acioua; but he hated and despises 
the hypocritical censoriouancss of 
men who, in their pride and scoif 
righteousness, revealed the lack 
of humanity that waa theirs, 

The influence of Burns’ work 
has done much to remove that 
hard-unbending rigour which was 
characteristic of Scottish religion 
in the 18th century. This) may 
have been not the least of hin ser- 
viees to the Scottish nation, ife 
has tought us to “gently scan our 
brither man, still gentlier sister 
woman.” He has told ua in un- 
forgettable words that “The 
heart’s aye, the part, aye, that 
makes us right or wrang.” Yet 
he never rejected the moral law: 
he never justified to himself the 
irregularities of himself or others. 
The hardened free liver will find 
no text in Burns to support the 
silence of his conscience. We are 
not made worse by reading Burna: 
we are more likely to be made wet- 
ter. 


Our National Poct, 


Burns is the poet of Scotinnd. 
Ne is our ‘National poct. There 
ix a copy of his works in every 
Scottish household, We find him 
quoted on divers occasions, We 
hear his songs sung. 

At the end of the J&th century 
Burns . it was who re-started . the 
movement towards the Scottish na- 
tion, I do not mean to say that had 
Burns been alive to-day he would 
have been 1 member of the Seot- 
tish Natfonalist Party. I do not 
think he would have viewed that 
movement with much tolerence. 
Burns had too proud a view toe 
allow himself to be enveigled into 
the narrowness of vision which 
would separate Scotlend more 
fully from the country with which 
she has been assoelated for the 
last 200 years. 

When Scotamen meet together 
as Scotsmen they cannot forget 
his name. He, followed by Scott, 
saved perhaps the Scottish na- 
tional spirit from oblivion. For 
him Auld Scotland was more than 
a name; ‘it was a proud heritage, 
wad he more than any other man, 
has contributed towards the con- 
tinurnee and strengthening of the 
Scottish National spirit. 

I give you the toast “The Im- 
mortal Bfemory of Robert Burns.” 


‘The Lassies.” 


Giving the tonst “The Lassies,” 
Dr, J. W. Anderson said: 

The relations of our national 
bard with the Inssies were many 
and varied. It Is customary for 
those who seck to decry Robert 
Burns to point out that his pri- 
vate life was not all that it might 
have been and that many of his 
love songs drew thelr inspiration 
from women of rather doubtful 
character. Many people cannot 
see the wood for the trees and it 
is by tnking the Jong view that 
we get Burns and his Hfe in pro- 
per perspective. 

As his friend and admirer, Mrs. 
Riddle said: “It is only on the 
gem that wo are disturbed to see 
the duat;.the pebble may be soil- 
ed but we disregard it.” I would 
ask you one question. -Are thera

TAMPERING WITH A 
GOOD LAW. 


With so many other more vital 
and urgent issues demanding’ at- 
tention, it is to be regretted that 
the time of the House of Com- 
mons should be diverted to the 
question of Trade Union law. 
However, the Labour Government 
wave an undertaking, before it 
eame into office, that it would in- 
troduce a mensure to amend the 
Trade Disputes and Trades Unions 
Act of 1927, and, to satisfy its 
supporters, that promise is being 
fulfilled. The Liberals, at’ the 
moment, are staying their hands, 
as they have indicated that they 
will abstain from voting on the 
second reading of the Bill, but 
they intend to presa for amend- 
menta when the Committee Stage 
is reached. How far the Govern- 
ment will be willing to make con- 
cessions remains to be seen, but 
in of the attitude of 
nome of the Liberals, who are 
known to dislike vital parts of the 
measure, it is conceivable. that 
there will be some close 
when the more controversial pro- 
visions come up for detailed con- 
sideration. 

Tn his plea for the Bill, Sir Wil- 
liam Jowitt urged that the right 
to strike must be maintained. 
That right, however, na we have 
alrendy had ocension to point out, 
exists under the Act which it is 
now intended to amend. That Act 
does not in any way affect the 
"genuine industrial strike. Under 
its provisions, a strike is illegal 
anly if it satisfies each of two con- 
ditions—firstly, if it has an object 
other than or in addition to a 
trade dispute within the trade or 
industry in which the strikers are 
engaged; ‘and, secondly, if it is de- 
signed or calculated to coerce the 
Government. It will thus be seen 
that. even a sympathetic strike 
within the industry is not affected 
by tho Inw as it stands, whilst ao 
symipathetic strike distside the in- 
dustry {a only affected If its pur- 
pose ia to coerce tho Government. 
It is well to note also that under 
the 1927 Act the ringleaders in an 
illegal strike were made liable to 
pennities——the strikers‘ themselves 
not being punished—and the 
protection of ‘the Trade . Dis- 
putes Act of 1926 was re- 
moved. in the case of such 
strikes. By the Bill now introduc- 
od, howover, the protection of tho 
1906 Act {s restored oven in the 
cose of strikes which it declares 
{llogal, and no penalty {s incurred

As it 
would take weeks or months to ob- 
tain such a declaration, it follows

clare it illegal. Sir William Jowltt 
asserts that the new Bill legalises 
nothing that was illegal in’ 1926, 
adding that it had been contended 


.] that a gencral strike was illegal in 


1926. It is pertinent to point out, 
however, that a mere contention 
docs not suffice. It was because of 
‘doubts on the exact position that 
the 1927 Act definitely declared a 
general strike illegal, and we have 
already shown how, under the terms 
of the amending Bill, o general 
atrike might very well be brought 
about before it could be declared 
contrary to the law. In any event, 
we cinnot see why Labour needs to 
interfere with tho clearly-expressed 
provisions of the existing law when 
we are told that there {a no inten- 
tion of legalising the general etrike. 
There are many other provisions 
of the Bill equally upen to objection, 
but these must stand over for 
future reference if the occasion so 
warrants. A Labourite supporter 
of the mensures recently declared 
that the main objection to the 1927 
Act was that it pluced impediments 
in the way of co-operation and srood- 
will in these days of industrial dif- 
ficulty, We cannot see that that 
ia so; it mercly clarifies the law 
on terms which ought to be fully 
acceptable to all but the professtonal 
agitator. We have no recollection 
of uny marked opposition amongst 
the working. classes to the Act as 
it stands; on the contrary, we have 
seen it definitely stated that nearly 
half the members of Unions have 
claimed exemption from the politi- 
cnl levy under provisions of the Act 
which the amending Bill would re- 
peal. On the point of arousing in- 
dustrial fiction, we cannot but feel 
that the Bill and all the heated ar- 
yument which it must engender will 
encourage it rather than otherwise. 
The law as it stinds prevides ample 
safeguards and protection for the 
honest worker. To meddle with it 
ns the Government is doing is only 
to rake up the memory of past con- 
flicts which are best forgotten,

} THE ART OF THE}: 
PRODUCER. = 3 


By C. B. PURDOM, Author of “Producing Plays.” 


HERE are plenty of good 

plays and any number of good 
amatour ‘actors; but success on 
the amateur stage depends upon 
production. 


I know that there are people who 
would dispute that statement, for 
they consider that the right play 
is cnough In itself, or that a suffi. 
cient number of capable actors 
cnn do what js necessary to please 
an audience. They aro the people 
who look upon the performance of 
a play ns the outcome of a succes- 
sion of fortunate accidents.. Ama- 
teurs who take thoir work serfous- 
ly, however, know that these casy 
people are wrong. The play and 
the actors depend upon the pro- 
ducer. 


What is the producer's function? 
It is to get the written piny inter- 
preted on the stage. He has to get 
carried out in acting, staging, 
costumes and lighting what tho 
dramatist has written in the form 


of dintoyue and stage directions.| | 


The producer is the leader of a 
dramatic company. He organises 
the stage production. He controls 
the play ns a whole. Ho makes a 
unity of the play, acting and stag- 
ing. That ia why the producer 
must know something of all the 
arts of the theatre: he should 
really be a master of them; but 
perhnps that is too much to ex- 
pect. Because so. much Is ex- 
pected of them good producers are 
scarce, even on the profcasional 
stage, 


There are producers who tend 
to be concerned only with their 
own Ideas, They make production 
into something that can be sepa- 
rated from the play and acting. 
We find examples of their work In 
Russia and in many of the experi- 
mental theatres in other countries. 
This glorification of production fs 
wrong. The producer js not in 
the theatre to express his own 
ideas, but to put himself at the 
service of the play. 


Amateur companies may choose 
professional actors to be their pro- 
ducers——that js, to lend them—or 
they may choose one of their own 
number and encourage him (or 
her) to train himself for the work, 
But whoever their producer may 
be they owe him their absolute 
loyalty. The producer is the mas- 
ter of the stage. 


Importance -of Climax. 


Let us consider how a producer 
should proceed. He should have 
a voice in choosing the play and 
the sctection of the cast for it. 
Then he should study the play 
until he knows if inside out. He 
should study every character, and 
visualise every part of the action 
until he has the whole movement 
of the play off by heart.. He should 
decide upon the general effect at 
which he intends to afm. He 
should concentrate upon climax— 
the climax of each act, and the 
climax of the play itself—so that 
he may bo able to get the point 
of the play expressed. He must 
then plan out the production—the 
characters and their relation. to 
each other; the scenes and their 
relation to cach other; ‘the detalls 
of the scenery, properties, cos- 
tumes and lighting.

ducer should rend tho play to his 
company, failing that, let the 
players read their own parts. He 
should then explain his conception 
of the play and his methods of 
working. I suggest that he should - 
be as explahatory o5 possible al- | 
ways. Ho should urge tho players 
to learn thelr words without delay. 
Ho should arrango when and 
phere the rehearsals aro to be 
old, 


“Feel” of the Stage. 


If possible, rchears® on a stage, 
The "“fool”of a stage is quite dif- 
ferent from that of a room and 
helps the actors as much as it does 
the producer. The advantage to 
the producer is that it onables him 
to get the play In focus; he can 
control tho grouping much more 
effectively if he can sce ft on the 
stage than ho con when close up 
tothe actors inaroom, Ifa atage 
cannot be obtained rehearse in. 
the hargest available room. ‘Al- 
ways remember at rehearsals the 
actual dimensions of tho acting | 
area of the stage you are to use 
and work within those measure- 
ments, It js a good plan, if time 
{a Umited os it usually is, to ro- 
hearse the parts as they come to- 
gether In the play irrespective 
of the acts in which they appear. 
If this is done it is well to call a 
straight through rehearsal occa- 
sionally. 


Tho first ‘dim in rehearsing 
should be to establish general. 
effects.” Dotails ahould come 
after. The producer should not * 
attempt evorything at onco, but 
work from the general to tho par- 
ticular. Ho must-get the play 
moving as a whole, : 


Praperties, such as chairs and 
tables, used Jn the action, and 
clothes that are worn, taken off or 
put on should be brought Into usc . 
at once. If the actual propertics 
or clothes are not available sub- 
stitutes should be used, The pro- 
du er should not let the actors 
imagine tho presence of theser 
things, because they will not suc- 
cecd in doing so. 


The playera should do more 
than half their work away from 
the rehearsals. Private study 
and practice are essential for auc- 
cess, and the producer should - 
encourage his company to under- 
take them. - 


Advice to Players. 


Co-operation is the principle of 
success on the stage. Tho pro- 
ducer must get- ‘his company to 
realise that each player depends 
upon tho rest, and that the play 
fs the regult of the entire company 
and the stage staff working en- 


thuslastically and faithfully to- 
gether. : : 


The producer should aim at 
getting the play fully expressed 
in its acting. This means that the 
staging can be simple, So long 
as there fs room for the actor and 
for the action of the ‘play, you 
have the essentials of production.” 
Scenery, lighting ond so on, im- 
portant as they ore, follow after. . 
Thore is no need to exhaust your--

curtain, neutral in colour, or black,

COUSIN BUT ONCE 
REMOVED. 


MAN AND SUPERMAN. 


Those who regard Bernard Shaw 
as rather less of © man than a 
superman will be disconcerted to 
learn that people who happen to 
be related to him scarcely, worry 
about It, says 4 correspondent of 
the Newasa-Chronicle. { talked to- 
day with Mr. A. I. Beagin, who 
tives in a small villa in Shelley-road, 
Hove. Mr. Beagin is Mr. Shaw's 
first cousin once removed, and 80 
closely resembles the great author 
that for a moment 1 thought I was 
in his presence without having 
first passed the barricr he has ercct- 
ed again these who disturb him. 

For the benefit of these who are 
not strony on cousina it may be ex- 
pluined that Mr. Bengin’s mother 
and Mr. Show's father ‘were cou- 
sink, Mr, Beagin is a contemporary 
of hin famoua relative, but has not 
seen him since they were young 
men in Dublin half a century ago. 

They have, however, kept up a 
regular correspondence, 

What Shaw Wrote. 

“What,” 1 asked = Me. 
“does it feel like to be the first 
cousin once removed of George 
Bernard Shaw?” Mr. Bengin, who is 
au member of an Irish family which 
has given many officers to the Army, 
nnswered at once: “7 don’t know 
that [ have ever thought about it, 
nor enn 1 recollect’ that the reln- 
tionship has been of any benefit to 
me, Mr. Shaw once wrote to say 
that he could not acknowledge re- 
moved cousina, 40 -posalbly that was 
n benefit, I did not once receive 
tickets for the first performance of 
‘Man and Superman,’ but my real 
stroke of “luck that day came not 
from getting a ticket, but from the 
fnet that someone who had sents 
in the front row could not attend, | 
so 1 got the sents.” 2 

Mr, Beagin is rather inctined to 
think that the work of his removed 
firat cousin, which to-day Is regard- 
ed ns great, may not lead to the 
gnme esteem when a generation 
which knew not George Bernard 
Shaw has an opportunity to judge 
his work, “This = may,” he said, 4 
“sound like heresy, but, after all, 
there have been other people who. 
wrote with the same brand of hu- 
mour ‘and whose work is now quite 
forgotten.” ‘ 

When Shaw Shocks. 

Even to-day 'middle-nged women 
who ire distantly related to Ber- 
nard Shaw are inclined to regard 
him as a person whose name ought 
not to be mentioned in polite 
society, and Mr. Beagin tells of an 
Irish Inwyer who, to the day of 
hia death, always changed the sub- 
ject when anyone spoke of Bernard 
Shaw, Still younger and even 
more distant relatives do not. I 
wiis told, even bother to read the 
rent man's works. 

Mrs. Beagin refused to be drawn 
into any discussion about Bernard 
Shaw’s greatness. 

"T have,’ she ‘anid, “written to 
Mr. Shaw on many occasions, chiefly 
on social subjects, becnuse | know 
that is the quickest way to draw 
him, and [ like teasing him, I re- 
member once he wrote to me on the 
question of divorce, saying that it 
should be available at any moment. 
He rather gave me the impression 
that all one need do to get divarce 
was to send a telegram or make 
a telephone call. At the same time, 
all this teasing is really a family 
matter’ and, knowing something 
nbout Lrishmen, I. can assure all 
English peeple that they do’ not un- 
derstand Bernard Shaw.” 

“Leg-Pulling.” 

“He is not, for instance, an at- 
heist, nor do his characters speak 
what he really thinks, He just 
makes them say things [n order 
to pull people’s legs, and because 
he is Irish it may be that occasional- 
ly the characters run away ond pull 
the nugust leg of their creator.” 

Mr. Bengin has one advantage 
from hia relationship and corres- 
pondence with Bernard Shaw. He 
has so many autographed letters, 
words, “Vf 
we ever become really hard up we 
can sell them. I believe they are 
quite valuable nowadays.”

RULE GRANTED AGAINST 
MINISTER OF LABOUR. 


A King's Boneh Divisional Court, 
eonalaticn of .JSustices « Avory, 
Swift, and Charles, recently grant- 
ed an ex parte ap Heation mado 
on behalf of Mr. John Hall Bar- 
ron, secretary of the Natlonal 
Yrade Defence Association, for a 
rulo nisi for a writ of prohibltion 
againatthe Minister of Labour 
(Misa Bondfiold) to, show, causa 
why she should not be prohibited 
from making an Order setting up 
Trade Boards for the whole of tho 
atering trade. - ‘ 

: Sir Reginald Mitchell Banks, 
K.C., who made the application, 
anid that the writ of prohibition 
was sought In regard to an order 
which the “Minister of Labour 
might make under the Trade Board 
Acts, 1909 and 1918. In an 
aMdavit Mr, Barron stated that 
the Association was formed to 
protect the retail and wholesale 
trade in intoxicating ‘liquor. The 
Association and other bodics sup- 
porting the application represent- 
ed substantially the whole of tho 
Heensed trade In England and 
Wales. Tho Minister of Labour 
had given notice that she intended 
to make an Order applying the 
‘Trade Board Acts to the entering 
trada, 

In aceordance with the provi- 
sions as to procedure, the Minister 
directed nn inquiry, under Sir 
Arthur Colefax, into the objections 
which were made to the proposed 
Order of which she had given 
notice. At this inquiry 68 notices 
of objection were considered. Sir 
Arthur Colefax was invited to re- 
port that the Minister . hud no 
power to make an Order in the 
proposed form, or at all. Under 
the Act of 1918 the Minister, Im- 
mediately on receipt of the report, 
would be able to make o special 
Order in the form objectnd to, 
however invalidly it were mide, 
and it might have as much effect 
aa though it were onacted fn the 
Act. : : 

Miniater’s Powers. 

“In my submtasion,” stated Mr. 
Barron's affidavit “it ia beyond the 
powers of the Minister to make 
such a apecial Order.” 

The only power of the Mintater 
was to mnke a special Order’ ap- 
plying the Act to a apecified trade, 
and under the draft Order: she pro- 
posed to apply it to what she called 
the catering trade. But there 
was uncertainty in the definition 
in the draft. Order, because the 
Minister attempted to includo 
trades of a widely divergent char- 
acter, ranging from the licensed 
trade to the fried fish, icc croam 
and canteen trades. 

it was an attempt to group those 
trades in one, Which, said Sir 
Reginald, was beyond the Minister’s 
power. It would have the effect of 
penalising a trade in which the 
wages . and conditions of Inbour 
were wholly satisfactory. In the 
case of the licensed trade the Order 
excluded all off-licence establish- 
ments, which were not catering 
establishments under the definition. 
Difficulty would “arise “in pubife- 
houses in whith there was a saloon 


bar and a jug and bottle depart-]. 


ment, as it would appear that a 
person serving in the saloon bar 
was in the catering trade, but if 
he walked a few paces and served 
drink for consumption off the pre- 
mises he would not be in the cater- 
Ing: trade.

IMPORTANT REPORT AT 
GENEVA. ; 
Genevn, Jan. 24. 

The accond Interim Roport of 
tho Gold Delegation on the work- 
ing of the gold standard is des- 
erlbed as of “very considerable in- 
terest nnd importance.” It has 
been submitted to the League 
Council, and will be circulated to 
both non-members and members 
of the League. ;

SERIOUS S{TUATION NEAR 
FOOCHOW. 


DAYLIGHT LOOTING. 


Foochow, Jan. 20. 

The bandits outside the Weat 
Gate of Foochow City, near Hung- 
shan-hino, and further up the 
River Min, have been growing more 
and more daring. -Even in the dy- 
time they are attacking houses, rob- 
bing, and carrying off men, women, 
Land ehildren-for ransom, In fact, 
the region has become a yertiable 
r“Bandits’ World”. 

Now relinble news comes to hand 
that ‘more than. twenty bands of 
brigands ‘have joined together in a 
xrent Confederacy. A few days 140 
n meeting representing the nfoat 
Influential bandits was held in a 
village named Chungfang. A man 
name Lo Jen wax appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and othera were 
appointed to subordinate positions, 

On the 17th ingt. an onth of al- 
legiance was taken, with the blood 
signature, and the headquarters 
wax get up ina temple in that 
village. Then emlssaries were des- 
patched to all the surrounding vil- 
layes to collect “taxes”, varying in 
amount from on thousand to fifty 
dollars, and to impose ne “poll tax” 
varying fram twenty dollars — to 
hal a dollar, 

Such is the plight of more than 
thirty villages within a short dis- 
tunes of Fpvochow City. ‘The aren 
js rapidly becoming a wilderness, 
for uny people with anything to 
luxe are hastening to make their 
evénpe While they can. The suf- 
ferers do not dare lo wive‘informa- 
‘tion to the authoritles, for the ban- 
dits’ leader have made ft known 
that informers will be summarily 
put ta death, and their houses burn- 
ed; so the unfortunate people pre- 
fer to swallow their complaints and 
hold their peace. 

More remarkable vet, it is assert- 
ed that these bandits are actually 
Hending agents into Foochow City 
to negotiate with the  anthorities 
for recognition as the “Defence 
Corps of that district, and) they 
are trying to force the inhabitants 
whom they are so cruelly harassing 
to present petitions to the Govern- 
ment to the same. effect. 

It will be interesting to see how 
the Provincial Government — will 
deal with the problem, which is by 
no means a new one, but has been 
steadily growing worse during the 
past few months.—Oer Owe Corres.
